explored . Next, all the men belon gin g to 
the Nubian an d Alban ian Guard s who 
were on d uty that d ay were replaced by 
others an d put un d er arrest. They are to 
be sen t in to Asia Min or. 
For greater safety the sultan is always 
protected by Nubian s (blacks) an d Alban i­ 
an s (whites), for these two regimen ts exe­ 
crate each other, an d in their d ivision s the 
pad ishah feels secure. The “Black Guard s” 
are his favorites (says the Con tin en tal cor­ 
respon d en t of the Glasgow Herald ), for 
they are so exceed in g fierce when they have 
an y cuttin g d own work to d o, an d they are 
also less rapacious than the Alban ian s, 
whose claws are always bein g exten d ed for 
backsheesh.

On the other han d , if a sold ier of on e corps 
misbehaves by showin g himself in subor- 
d Vn ate or by goin g to sleep on guard a 
d ozen sold iers of the other corps are called 
in to operate upon him. Then there is a 
private stran glin g or a private bastin ad o­ 
in g, as the case may be. But in either 
even t the work is executed with d ispatch 
an d gusto. _________________

Oue by on e the read ers threw their 
papers aid d e, an d without d ifficulty d is- 
poeed of ban d it« an d plun d er in the re 
markably short ord er that always prevail* 
on such occasion s. Then they grew rem­ 
in iscen t. 
“The pluckiest robber I ever heard of,” 
said a Den verite, “was tbe on e who mad e 
Dan Moffatt give up £ ¿1,000 about three 
years ago. 
The story became familiar 
en ough, but the sequel has been gen erally 
squelched . A youn g fellow walked in to 
Moffatl’s private office at tbe First Na­ 
tion al ban k, covered Moffatt with a pistol, 
d isplayin g a bottle of harmless oil that he 
said was n itroglycerin e, mad e Moffatt fill 
out a check an d then get it ca« hed an d 
han d him the mon ey. lie specified just 
what he wan ted , d eman d in g f],000 in gold , 
a flO.OGO bill ami smaller bills. When 
Moffatt wen t to the payin g teller for the 
cash the visitor was just behin d him with 
the revolver close to his ribs, but bid d en 
by an overcoat. Havin g secured the mon ey, 
the robber hacked out the d oor an d d isap 
pea red . 
“Did they ever catch himf Well n ow, 
that is hard to state. There is some mys­ 
tery about it. Some people d id n ot thin k 
that Moffatt wan ted him caught. But a 
big row was mad e about it, an d reward s 
offered . Iu perhaps a year, after n umer­ 
ous arrests an d release« , it wa« an n oun ced 
that a prison er in jail in Clay coun ty, Mo., 
charged with horse stealin g, had con fessed 
to bein g Moffatt’s robber. The ban k teller 
weut there an d Id en tified him. Then Mof­ 
fatt wen t an d id en tified him. The Den ver 
chief of police told me, however, that the 
prison er was a preten d er, an d that he d id 
n ot believe he bad ever been in the state of 
Colorad o. 
Then the chap wen t crazy.

The three dates here repre­ 
sented are 1857, the ante-bellum low 
tariff period; October, 1889, exactly 
one year before the passage of the 
McKinley tariff, and before its dis­ 
cussion and the campaign of 1890 had 
affected prices; aud July, 1892, near­ 
ly two years after the bill’s passage.

millers of Minneapolis are not drunk­ 
ards and the statement is a libel upon 
them. 
As well might it be said that 
any other class of laborers who “be­ 
come °*hausted bv work and heat” 
would easily acquire the habit of 
drunkenness, as to accuse the millers 
of such a thing. 
You are surely 
going daft, Friar, to dish up such 
slush to bolster up your party’s posi­ 
tion on the wage question.

It Ls reported from Constantinople that 
the sultan waa thrown literally into a fit of 
terror when he learned that two assassins 
had secreted themselves within his palace. 
They had hidden themselves behind dra­ 
peries, and their presence was detected by 
a small lapdog. The sultan did not, per­ 
haps, run any real danger, for he never 
passed through the apartments where the 
men were found, but as to the murderous 
intentions of these worthies there is no 
doubt, and the sultan would not be ap­ 
peased until all the nooks and corners of 
his vast palace of Yildiz Kiosk had been 
explored. Next, all the men belonging to 
the Nubian and Albanian Guards who 
were on duty that day were replaced by 
others and put under arrest. They are to 
be sent into Asia Minor. 
For greater safety the sultan is always 
protected by Nubians (blacks) and Albani­ 
ans (whites), for these two regiments exe­ 
crate each other, and in their divisions tho 
padishah feel* secure. The “Black Guard*” 
are his favorites (says the Continental cor­ 
respondent of the Glasgow Herald), for 
they are so exceeding fierce when they have 
any cutting down work to do, and they are 
el so less rapacious than the Albanians, 
whose claws are always being extended for 
backsheesh. 
Taking them all around, 
however, the two corps of Pretorians, black 
and white, form a gang of unmitigated 
scoundrels. They are superb looking ruf­ 
fians, magnificently dressed, overfed, over­ 
paid, and enjoying practical impunity for 
every offense they may commit, except 
that of being negligent on duty. They are 
the terror of the whole quarter surround­ 
ing the palace, and the sultan himself is 
so afraid of them that he is constantly try­ 
ing to bribe them into loyalty by gifts of 
money. 
While the half starved Turkish soldiers 
in Macedonia, Armenia and Anatolia often 
remain for weeks without pay, the Nubians 
and Albanians are capriciously regaled 
with “tips,” which sometimes amount tc 
£T5 per man. The two corps have only to 
quarrel, and the sultan immediately sets 
himself to smooth matters by pouring down 
a golden shower into their miscreant paws. 
On the other band, if a soldier of one corps 
misbehaves by showing himself insubor­ 
dinate or by going to sleep on guard a 
dozen soldiers of the other corps are called 
in to operate upon him. Then there is a 
private strangling or a private bastinado­ 
ing, as the case may be. But in either 
event the work is executed with dispatch 
and gusto. _________________

Important Letter. 
In the diary of George M. Dallas, 
formerly Uuitod States Minister to 
Russia, occurs n story which, ns the 
writer remarks, illustrates the extent 
to which, in monarchical countries the 
most important matters nre subject 
to imjieral whims. The incident, it 
sltouhi tie said, occurred more than 
fifty years ago. 
The empress, having written a letter 
to her father, gave it to a servant to 
put into the hands of a courier, then 
waiting to start. Tlie servant, mis- 
understanding the order, deposited the 
letter in th* post-office, and the mis­ 
take was not discovered until five or 
six hours had elapsed. 
In the mean­ 
while the regular mail for Russia, and, 
indeed, all western Europe, was made 
up and despatched. 
As soon as the empress was told 
what had been done, she sent an ex­ 
press to command tho whole mad, 
bag and baggage, hack to St. Peters­ 
burg.

When engaged in opening 
shells in search of pearls they take 
every ninth fin« l, whether it, be large 
or sm all and put it into a bottle, 
which is kept tightly corked with a 
«L*a« l man's finger. 
The pearls thus kept are known as 
“ seed pearls, or breeding pearls,” the 
natives of the island firmly l» elieving 
that they will reproduce their kind. 
For every peail put in tlie phial two 
grains of rice are put in for the pearls 
to “ feed” upon. 
Home whites in Borneo believe as 
firmly in the superst it ion as the natives 
do, and almost every hut along the 
const has its "deadfinger” bottle with 
from 9 to 50 “ see« ! |>earls” and twice 
their numl» er of rice grain* carefully 
and evenly stowed away among them. 
Nearly alt the burial places along 
the coast have been desecrated by 
“ pearl breeders” in search of corks 
for their bottles.—Pearson’s Weekly.

We read the other day of a new 
method of constructing a granary 
and one of the recommendations was 
that, as it was open underneath, the 
hogs could be relied upon to dispose 
of any rats that might attempt to 
work their way into it. 
This would be all very well if tbe 
protection of the corn was the only 
point to be considered. But how 
about the hogs? It is well to know 
that that noisome and terrible peat, 
the trichina spiralis, in/ests rats, and 
that swine that devour the infested 
rodents are apt themselves to become 
food for the trichinae. To lie sure, the 
pest may be 
derived from 
other 
sources also; but it would seem to be 
a very absurd tempting of ili-fortune 
to make special provision for stocking 
tiie herd with so pernicious a para 
site. 
The enormous 
fallen upon the 
country through 
trichinosis—and 


losses which have 
hog raisers of this 
the prevalence of 
even 
through the 
suspicion of its prevalence—ought to 
warn farmers to take every possible 
precaution to prevent their swine 
from eating rats or any other trichina 
infested food. Hats ought to 
lie 
suppressed, most assuredly, but not 
by ex|>osing the hogs to the peril of 
becoming infested with a nest so 
dangerous to human life. The de­ 
struction of rats, combined with clean 
food, pure water and clean quarters, 
ate the most important safeguards 
against the spread of the pest. 
Another troublesome |>est which 
infests swine is a small tajieworm, the 
measle, which, like the trichina, may 
be communicated to man. The well- 
known swine disease called measles is 
produced by this pest, it is very un­ 
safe to partake of measly pork, unless 
it has been thoroughly cooked, and 
even then one would rather know 
that it was not measly. “ I never eat 
random jK>rk,” said a wise man. Sam 
Weller’s maxim respecting “ weal pie” 
has an adaptive application to pork 
of whose origin one knows nothing. 
Among sheep parasites one of the 
most troublesome is the brain blad­ 
der worm, so named from its appear­ 
ance to wateiv bladders in the bra n 
of the sheep. Its presence in the brains 
gives rise to the disease known as “ gid” 1 
or “ turnside,” because the infested 
animal seems to be giddy, or turns j 
about continually 
until it drops and dies in convulsions, 
This parasite ¡» derivedfrom thedrop- 
pings of dogs in pastures where sheep 
are kept, and as it is said that at 
least 25 per cent, of the dogs are in­ 
fested by these worms, we have anoth­ 
er argument in favor of the suppres­ 
sion of all useless vagabond curs. 
But, destructive as this pest some­ 
times is, it is less so than another, of 
which millions have died in Kngland 
and many thousands in this country 
the liver 
fluke, the worm which 
causes the dicseaaeknown as liver rot. 
Phe worm embeds itself in the liver, 
where 
tlie 
chief 
mischief 
is 
done, interfering with the distribution 
of 
the 
bile, 
and 
thus 
in­ 
ducing 
billious fever, 
of 
which 
the 
animal 
dies.

A.site should be at once killed, and 
if they have been in pasture after the 
disease has develoftisl the rest of the 
Hock should l>e at once removed to 
another pasture on higher ground, or 
to Mom» loelosuro wl» *r» th« *y cannot 
have access to a stream flowing below 
the infested pasture. 
Sheep are also infested by two very 
troublesome insects, tbe tick and tbe 
scab mite. 
When the former are very 
numerous sheep and lambs—especial­ 
ly the latter—are tormented to death 
by them, and even when few in num­ 
ber they cause great pain and weak­ 
ness from loss of blood. Dipping is 
the proper remedy for this, and the 
st ab mite—a terrible js-st, which has 
caused the loss of entire Hocks when 
jts first’appearance has been neglect­ 
ed. Y'ariotis solutions are used as a 
remedy for these jiests, and of these 
one of the best is a strong decoction 
of tobacco and sulphur, into which 
the sheep is plunged, all but the head, 
for about one minute. The scab is a 
disease which must be “ nipped in the 
bud,” for it spreads with great rapid­ 
ity. 
____ 


C o rro s ive S ub lim a te L inim e nt. 
Take a pint of turpentine, which 
put in a good, strong bottle adding 
an ounce of finely pulverized corro­ 
sive sublimate and an ounce of gum 
camphor. Shake well 
and let the 
mixture stand for 24 hours, when it 
will be fit for use. The value of this 
liniment depends greatly upon the 
fineness to which the corrosive subli­ 
mate is pulverized. Grind it as fine 
as possible in a druggist’s mortar; 
pounding with a hammer will not an­ 
swer. The object of this pulveriza­ 
tion is to get the substance in fuch a 
form that it will l» e readily dissolved 
by the turpentine. There are com­ 
paratively n*w liquids which will dis­ 
solve corrosive sublimate, and tur­ 
pentine i^ one of 
these. 
Corrosive 
sublimate is well known as one of the 
most violent poisons. Its combina­ 
tion with turpentine constitutes one 
of the most powerful of medicines, in­ 
creasing in its active properties by 
keeping. We believe it to be the most 
jienetrating liniment in the world. 
It 
reaches the seat of disease through 
any and all obstacles. It destroys

infection, 
putridity, 
ulcera­ 
tion, old 
running 
sores, 
proud 
flesh,

bone diseases of the horse. It will 
cure big head and jaw, grease, thrush, 
scratches, swelled legs, hoof-rot,corns, 
ulceration of the foot, tistula, poll- 
evil, ring-bone and spavin in their 
first stages.

out of tbe way pf phildren. Taken 
nternafiy it is a violent poison, but 
may be antjdoted by the white Qf 
eggs. It will not hurt the hands pro­ 
vided the skin is whole and sound. It 
is so corrosive that persons unac­ 
quainted with its usp are sometimes 
alarmed at the severity with which it 
acts 
upon the skin of the horse. 
Nothing more strikingly shows the 
difference between the constitution of 
the horse and that pf the human 
being than the action of this medi­ 
cine, which it dreadfully inflames, cor­ 
rodes, and puffs out the skin of the 
former, harms that of the latter not 
at all.-—(J. M.

C ulling th e S h e e p . 
One of the best times to dispose of 
sheep tp the best advantage is during 
summer. With good pasturage at 
b time many of the sheep that 


a good plan to look carefully over the 
flock and select out all that it may 
seem best not to winter. As a rule it 
is not a good plan to winter any Ani­ 
mals that either in growth or as breed­ 
ers will not pay a good profit on the 
feed required to winter them, and 
when they ate in good condition to 
market then is the best time to sell 
them. In m a ny localities mutton can 
be sold during t lie an miner bettertlian 
any other time, and sheep that could 
not be sold in any other way to 
good advantage can be butchered 
and sold out \ery rapidly at good 
? 
» rices. 
One item with mutton is to 
tave it welt fattened before selling. 
Old ewes that have pass» <1 their use­ 
fulness as breeders, or ol» l wethers 
that ordinarly never should he kept 
can be marketed. 
With 
sheep as 
with other stock, there must be con­ 
tinual effort to improve, selecting out 
and marketing all of the lower grades 
and keeping only the best for breed­ 
ing. While, of course unit h (¡« fiends 
upon the ram, yet if good care is not 
taken to select out good ewes the re­ 
sult will not be as good as may be 
dtsired, and 
with sheep no more 
economical plans of improving can l» e 
followed than to use a full-blooded 
ram of some of the better breeds w’ith 
carefully selected ewes, and then each 
year carefully selecting out the very 
best ewe lambs for breeding atnl fat­ 
tening the balance—and a sheep that 
it would be difficult to fatten during 
the lat6 fall or winter can he made 
marketable in tbe next two months 
and be sold to a good advantage, and 
it is nearly always good economy to 
do so. 


W h a t to F e e d F ow l» . 
J ust what feed to give fowls for best 
results is not fully settled in the minds 
of many breeders. Many say corn is 
not good for laying hens, but most 
use corn once or twice a day, says 
Poultry Topics. 
1 have had satisfac­ 
tory results using oats, wheat aud 
corn in the order named. 
Wheat is 
one of the best grains for laying hens 
but is too expensive for general use. 
Oats are good for poultry if tits beards 
are scorched off. 
If fed whole they 
should l» e scorched or scalded to soft­ 
en the hull and beard. Rye is good 
for fowls two or three times a week, 
being a bone and muscle producer. 
How much feed should a hen have 
fpr 
good 
results? 
Most 
breed­ 
ers 
aim 
to 
feed 
liberally, 
and in so 
doing sometimes give 
to much for best results. No infallible 
rule can be given for feeding. 
Imitate

The Western Swine Herd says that 
hard wood, charred, probably is the 
most desirable, yet the hogs are not 
particular as to the kind of wood 
their supply of charcoal conies from il 
they are so fortunate as to get any at 
all. 
We haye charred obJ pieces of 
rail that was only fit for wood and 
found that they made a desirable 
quality fortheho^s. When tlie rails 
are piled and fired they soon char. 
Where this is as perfect as possible 
the fire is easily drowned out. Tbe 
amount of coal could no doubt be in­ 
creased by exercising and taking more 
care in burning, by pitting tbe rails 
and smothering the fire when desired, 
but the quality of the fuel would 
hardly pay for tliis extra care. Many 
good farmers are entirely satisfied 
with the charcoal they get from corn 
cobs raked up about the feeding yard 
and burned till charred, And then 
putting out the fire. They make an 
excellent substitute where wood is 
scarce. 
However it is made the hogs 
should have a liberal supply at all 
times.

A G r ass for D ry R eg ion s. 
At the experimental grass station 
at 
Garden City, Kan., trials have 
been in progress for some time of 
several 
hundred new varieties 
of 


grasse s, with a view to finding some 
that would make good meadows and 
pastures in localities where little, if 
any, rain falls, and where irrigation 
is expensive or in» pi act » cable. 
The experiments, it 
is reported, 
have 
already been attended with 
marked success. Oue of the grasses 
especially recommended is the brorne 
grass “ bromis i tier mis” which was 
introduced from Europe not long ago. 
This grass, it is claimed, will make 
good pasturage for nine months of 
the year, or will cut two crops of hay, 
without irrigation 
and practically 
wi’hout rain. 
If, on wider trial, this grass proves 
to be all that is claimed for it, and 
makes a good, nutritious pasture and 
good hay in the arid localities to which 
it is adapted, it will prove a boom 
indeed. There are immense tracts of 
land in the West that only need such 
a grass as this is repre ented to batq 
give them great value as cattle ranges 
We sincerely hoi>e it will be found 
that brorne grass is all that *t is des­ 
cribed to be.

We read the other day of a new 
method of constructing a granary, 
and one of the recommendations was 
that, aa it was open underneath, the 
hogs could be relied uj>on to dispose 
of any rats that might attempt to 
work their w’ay into it. 
This would be all very well if the 
protection of the corn was the only 
point to be considered. But how 
about the hogs? It is well to know 
that that noisome and terrible pest, 
the trichina spiralis, in/ests rats, and 
that swine that devour the infested 
rodents are apt themselves to become 
food for the trichina*. To be sure, the 
pest may be 
derived from 
other 
sources also; but it would seem to b 
a very absurd tempting of ill-fortune 
to make special provision for stocking 
tile herd with so pernicious a para­ 
site. 
The enormous 
fallen upon the 
country through 
trichinosis—and 


losses which have 
hog raisers of this 
the prevalence of 
even 
through the 
suspicion of its prevalence—ought to 
warn farmers to take every possible 
precaution to prevent their swine 
from eating rats or any other trichina 
infested food. Rats ought to 
be 
suppressed, most assuredly, but not 
by ex}K>sing the hogs to the peril of 
becoming infested with a nest so 
dangerous to human life. The de-

affliction of rats, combined with clean 
food, pure water and clean quarter?, 
are tile most int port ant safeguards 
against the spread of tile pest. 
Another troublesome jiest which 
infests swine is a small tapeworm, the 
measle, which, like the trichina, may 
lie communicated to man. The well- 
known swine disease called measles is 
produced by this pest. It is very un­ 
safe to partake of measly pork, unless 
it has been thoroughly rooked, and 
even then one would rather know 
that it was not measly. “I never eat 
random pork,” said a wise man. Sam 
Weller’s maxim respecting “weal pie” 
has an adaptive amplication to pork 
of whose origin one knows nothing. 
Among sheep parasites one of the 
most troublesome is the brain blad­ 
der worm, so named from its appear­ 
ance to wateiy bladders in the brain 
of the sheep. Its presence in the brains 
gives rise to the disease known as “gid” 
or “turnside,” because the infested 
animal seems to be giddy, or turns 
about continually in one direction 
until it drops and dies in convulsions, 
This parasite isderived from the drop­ 
pings of dogs in pastures where sheep 
are kept, and as it is said that at 
least 2ii per cent, of the dogs are in­ 
fested by these worms, we have anoth­ 
er argument in favor of the suppres­ 
sion of all useless vagabond curs. 
But, destructive as this i»est some­ 
times is, it is less so than another, of 
which millions have died in Kngland 
and many thousands in this country 
—the liver 
duke, the worm which 
viu*es the diescaseknown asliver rot. 
Hie worm embeds itself in the liver, 
where 
the 
chief 
mischief 
is 
lone, interfering with the distribution 
of 
the 
bile, 
and 
thus 
in­ 
ducing 
biilious fever, 
of 
winch 
the 
animal 
dies. 
Sheep

dangerous par­ 
asite should be at once killed, and 
if they have been in pasture after the 
disease has develojied the rest of the 
Hoi k should lie at once removed to 
another pasture on higher ground, or 
to Home iwloaure wltere th**y cannot 
have access to a stream dow ing bt low 
the infested pasture. 
Sheep are also infested by two very 
troublesome insects, the tick and the 
scab mite. 
When the former are very 
numerous sheep and lambs—especial­ 
ly the latter—are tormented to death 
by them, and even when few in num­ 
ber they cause great pain and weak­ 
ness from loss of blood. Dipping is 
the proper remedy for this, and the 
scab mite—a terrible jn-st, which has 
caused the loss of entire Hocks when 
its first‘appearance has been neglect­ 
ed. Yariohs solutions are used as a 
remedy for these pests, and of these 
one of the best is a strong decoction 
of tobacco and sulphur, into which 
the sheep is plunged, all but the head, 
for about one minute. The scab is a 
disease which must be “nipped in the 
bud,” for it spreads with great rapid­ 
ity.

C o r r o s iv e S u b l i m a t e L in im e n t. 
Take a pint of turpentine, which 
put in a good, strong bottle adding 
an ounce of finely pulverized corro­ 
sive sublimate anil an ounce of gum 
camphor. Shake well 
and let the 
mixture stand for 24 hours, when it 
will be fit for use. The value of this 
liniment depends greatly upon the 
fineness to winch the corrosive subli­ 
mate is pulverized. Grind it as fine 
as possible in a druggist’s mortar; 
pounding with a hammer will not an­ 
swer. Tile object of this pulveriza­ 
tion is to get the substance in such a 
form that it will be readily dissolved 
by the turpentine. There are com­ 
paratively f«*\v liquids which will dis­ 
solve corrosive sublimate, and tur­ 
pentine i^ one of 
these. 
Corrosive 
sublimate is well known as one of the 
most violent poisons. Its combina­ 
tion with turpentine constitutes one 
of the most powerful of medicines, in­ 
creasing in its active properties by 
keeping. We believe it to be the most 
])enetrating liniment in the world. 
It 
reaches the seat of disease through 
any and all obstacles. It destroys 
all 
infection, 
putridity, 
ulcera­ 
tion, old 
running 
sores, 
proud 
desh, 
and 
all 
skin 
and 
bone diseases of the horse. It will 
cure big head and jaw, grease, thrush, 
scratches, swelled legs, hoof-rot,corns, 
ulceration of the foot, fistula, poll- 
evil, ring-bone and spavin in their 
first stages.

It 
is so corrosive that persons unac­ 
quainted wi^h its use are sometimes 
alarmed at the severity with which it 
acts 
upon the skin of the horse. 
Nothing more strikingly shows the 
difference between the constitution of 
the horse and that pf the human 
being than the action of this medi­ 
cine, which it dreadfully inflames, cor­ 
rodes, and puffs out the skin of the 
former, harms that of the latter not 
Ab all.-H3.

One of the best times to dispose of 
sheep tp the befit advantage is during 
the summer. With good pasturage at 
that time many of the sheep that 
would be difficult to fatten on dry 
feed alone can be gotten into a good 
marketable condition and be sold at 
prices that will give a good per cent of 
profit on the feed. Where a number of 
sheep are kept—and more or less can 
be kept on every farm—it will be found

a good plan to look carefully over the 
flock and select out all that it may 
seem best not to winter. As a rule it 
is not a good plan to winter nny ani­ 
mals thateither in growth oras b re e d ­ 
ers will not pay a good profit on the 
feed required to winter them, and 
when they ale in good condition to 
market then is the best time to sell 
them. In many localities mutton can 
be sold during thesumraer better than 
any other time, and sheep that could 
not be sold in any other way to 
good advantage can be butchered 
and sold out very rapidly at good 
firioes. 
One item with mutton is to 
lave it well fattened before selling. 
Old ewes that have pass* d their use­ 
fulness as breeders, or old wethers 
that ordinarly never should be kept 
can ho marketed. 
With 
sheep as 
with other stock, there must la# con­ 
tinual effort to improve, selecting out 
and marketing all of the lower grades 
and keeping only the best for breed­ 
ing. While, of course milt h depends 
upon the ram, yet if good care is not 
taken to select out good ewes tile re­ 
sult will not be as good as may be 
desired, and 
with sheep no more 
economical plans of improving can he 
followed than to use a full-blooded 
ram of some of the better breeds with 
carefully selected ewes, and then each 
year carefully selecting out the very 
best ewe lambs for breeding and fat­ 
tening the balance—and a sheep that 
it would be difficult to fatten during 
the late fall or winter can be made 
marketable in the next two months 
and be sold to a good advantage, and 
it is nearly always good economy to 
do so. 


W h a t t o F e e d F o w ls , 
Just what feed to give fowls for best 
results is not fully settled in the minds 
of man}' breeders. Many say corn ie 
not good for laying hens, but most 
use corn once or twice a day, says 
Poultry Topics. 
I have had satisfac­ 
tory results using oats, wheat and 
corn in the order named. Wheat is 
one of the best grains for laying hens 
but is too expensive for general use. 
Oats are good for poultry if the beards 
are scorched off. If fed whole they 
should be scorched or scalded to soft­ 
en the hull and beard. Rye is good 
for fowls two or three times a week, 
being a bone and muscle producer. 
flow much feed should a hen have 
fpr 
good 
results? 
Most 
breed­ 
ers 
aim 
to 
feed 
liberally, 
and in so 
doing sometimes give 
to much for best results. No infallible 
rule can be given for feeding. 
Imitate 
nature as closely as possible, 
lf the 
fowls are penned up, they need special 
care. 
What fowls need is plenty of grit, 
lime, wood ashes, bran, crushed ho»/e, 
charcoal, green food and water should 
be in easy reach of the fowls whether 
penned up or not. Those at large 
will do well on on? ration a day in 
summer, hut in winter give feed tw»<“ 
a day. Feed young chicks on dry feed 
and sweet milk ami keep clean water 
A nd sand at their command. 
The 
best food is cora bread and bran scald­ 
ed w ith a little curd in it for about two 
weeks then cracked corn is good. The 
worst enemies to small chicks are 
damp quarters and lice.

The Western Swine Herd says that 
hard wood, charred, probably is the 
most desirable, yet tho hogs are not 
particular as to the kind of wood 
their supply of charcoal conies from ii 
they are so fortunate as to get any at 
all. We hay© charred old pieces of 
rail that was only fit for wood and 
found that they made a desirable' 
quality for the boas. When the raits 
are piled and fired they soon char. 
Where this is 
a s perfect as possible 
the fire is easily drowned out. The 
amount of coal could no doubt be in­ 
creased by exercising and taking more 
care in burning, by pitting the rails 
and smothering the fire when desired, 
lint tile quality of tile fuel would 
hardly pay tor this extra care. Many 
good fanners are entirely satisfied 
with the charcoal they get from corn 
cobs raked up about tile feeding yard 
and burned till charred, and then I 
putting out the fire. They make an ] 
excellent substitute where wood is 
scarce. However it is made the hogs 
should have a liberal supply at all 
times.

The well-known kerosene emulsion, 
which has been mentioned so fre­ 
quently for spraying fruit trees, is per­ 
haps the best and cheapest applica­ 
tion that can be made to the walls, 
roosts and doors of poultry-houaes 
for destroying lice. A sprayer is as 
useful in the poultry management as 
in the orchard. 
The best way to salt horses is to 
have a little compartment in one cor­ 
ner of the feed box, in which keep a 
lump of rock salt. Neither cattle nor 
sheep and not even hogs, will eat too 
much salt if it is kept always within 
their reach. For hogs it, is be.'ttomix 
the salt with an equal quantity of 
wood ashes. 
If bones are pounded into small 
pieces, deposited around the tree and 
grape vines, and chopped in with a 
hoe, they will show good results for 
years, as they slowly give up their 
particles. This is better than having 
them dry up and decay on the sur­ 
face of the ground, where they are 
useless. Save an utilize all the dried 
bones.

England 
where pine forests have been removed, 
the maple, chestnut and oak have 
sprung up.

On Tuesd ay the ten -hour proposition 
was accepted with the un d erstan d in g 
that the men were to work a quarter 
of a d ay extra, to be paid for ou the 
ten -hour basis, three d ay s out of the 
week.

Ten Honrs a Day’s Work. 
The men who went out of J. J- 
Howe & Co.’s mills last Friday morn­ 
ing have been successful in their strike 
and on Wednesday morning the mills 
started up all the eld employees re­ 
turning to their work. 
When the 
committee first met Mr. Howe he told 
them it would bo impossible to reduce 
the number of hours as orders were 
crowding and it was desired to get as 
much lumber cut this season as possi­ 
ble, and the men stopped work as 
stated in our last issue. The work­ 
ingmen held several meetings at 
Gardner’s hall which were conducted 
in a very orderly and business like 
manner. Mr. Howe finally proposed 
to the men that they go to work and 
his firm would pay them for twelve 
hours, the work to be eleven hours, 
but ss stated by the committee the 
strike was not for a raise in wages, 
but for a ten-hour day and the men 
refused to accept the proposition. 
On Tuesday the ten-hour proposition 
was accepted with the understanding 
that the men were to work a quarter 
of a day extra, to be paid for on the 
ten-hour basis, three days out of the 
week. 
Everybody is satisfied with 
the outcome and especially with the 
manner in which the committee man­ 
aged the strike. 


Will Pave the Streets. 
It seems that the efforts of the Dis­ 
patch some time ago in agitating the 
matter of paving our business streets 
is about to bear fruit, as the council 
at its meeting on Monday evening 
last authorized the city clerk to ad­ 
vertise for bids to pave about two 
blocks on 6th street, the bids to be 
opened tho first Monday in Septem­ 
ber. The paving is to be cedar block 
with stone curbing. Although the 
amount of paving authorized is not 
as extensive as our citizens desire, 
still it is sufficient to indicate that 
the council is in earnest rn the mat­ 
ter. After this mush is finished and 
in use the benefits and convenience* 
derived therefrom, will, we have no 
doubt, be so great and so manifest, 
that all our principal business streets 
will next summer be treated in like 
manner. 
It is but just to remark in this con­ 
nection, that the present council is 
the best, most enterprising and pro­ 
gressive body the city has ever had. 
iuu) nave insulated reform. iu v»iy 
affairs in more directions than one, 
and we hope those members who 
have been the life of the present 
council will consent to occupy the 
positions next term. Members who 
work for the interests of tho city and 
not for themselves have long been a 
necessity in Brainerd^ council, and 
now that we have them, it is a good 
scheme to retain them in their pres­ 
ent position. 
We learn since the above was put 
in type that the proceedings of tho 
council in the pavement matter was 
not in regular form, and a specia 
meeting of the council hasbeen callet, 
for to-night to correct the matter.

pounds; lard, in 1872, 20 pounds; 
1892, 31 pounds; cheese, in 1872, 17 
pounds; 1892, 23 pounds; beans, in 
1872, 22 quarts; 1892, 34 quarts;print, 
in 1872, 20 yards; in 1892, 45 yards; 
cotton cloth, in 1872, 24 yards; 1892, 
35 yards; coal, in 1872, one-fifth of a 
ton; 1892, one-half of a ton. 
His wages have doubled in the pur­ 
chasing power of most goods, and in­ 
creased two and one-half times in the 
purchase of sugar and coal. Said 
workingman does not take much 
stock in the Democratic “starvation 
wages” stuff.

An exchange says that in tho czar’s 
dominion 750,000 acres are devoted to 
the cultivation of tho sunflower, and 
that every part of tho plant is utilizod 
From the seed an oil is pressed that 
is used in cooking, for salads and vari- 
ous domestic purpose, as olive oil is in i 
other countries 
The oilcake is valua­ 
ble for feeding cattle, and the dry 
stalks make an excelent fuel. Tho 
soeds of the larger varieties are used 
to an enormous extent by the people, 
very much as peanuts are eaten with 
us. but without being roasted. They 
are certainly excellent in flavor as 
well as rich and nutritious.—News.

Granulated 
dugar has declined from 22c. to 5a;

Ever Liv«*d. 
It is reported from Constantinople that 
the sultan was thrown literally into a fit of 
terror when he learned that two assassins 
had secreted themselves within his palace. 
They had hidden themselves behind dra­ 
peries, and their presence was detected by 
a small lapdog. The sultan did not, per­ 
haps, run any real danger, for he never 
passed through the apartments where the 
men were found, but as to the murderous 
intentions of these worthies there is no 
doubt, and the sultan would not be ap­ 
peased until all the nooks and corners of 
his vast palace of Yildiz Kiosk had been 
explored. Next, all the men belonging to 
the Nubian and Albanian Guards who 
were on duty that day were replaced by 
others and put under arrest. They are to 
be sent into Asia Minor. 
For greater safety the sultan is always 
protected by Nubians (blacks) and Albani­ 
ans (whites), for these two regiments exe­ 
crate each other, and in their divisions the 
padishah feels secure. The ’’Black Guards” 
are his favorites (says the Continental cor­ 
respondent of the Glasgow Herald), for 
they are so exceeding fierce when they have 
any cutting down work to do, and they are 
also less rapacious than the Albanians, 
whose claws are always being extended for 
backsheesh. 
Taking them all around, 
however, the two corps of Pretorians, black 
and white, form a gang of unmitigated 
scoundrels. They are superb looking ruf­ 
fians, magnificently dressed, overfed, over­ 
paid, and enjoying practical impunity for 
every offense they may commit, except 
that of being negligent on duty. They are 
the terror of the whole quarter surround­ 
ing the palace, and the sultan himself is 
so afraid of them that he is constantly try­ 
ing to bribe them into loyalty by gifts of 
money. 
While the half starved Turkish soldiers 
in Macedonia, Armenia and Anatolia often 
remain for weeks without pay, the Nubians 
and Albanians are capriciously regaled 
with “tips,” which sometimes amount tc 
£T5 per man. The two corps have only to 
quarrel, and the sultan immediately sets 
himself to smooth matters by pouring down 
a golden shower into their miscreant paws. 
On the other hand, if a soldier of one corps 
misbehaves by showing himself insubor­ 
dinate or by going to sleep on guard a 
dozen soldiers of the other corps are called 
in to operate upon him. Then there is a 
private strangling or a private bastinado­ 
ing, as the case may be.

It Doesn’t Look Pretty, and Urave Men 
Succumb. 
A group of men were lolling in the loung­ 
er's corner of a San Francisco hotel the 
other forenoon, says a writer in the San 
Francisco Examiner. Eac.g was reading a 
morning paper. Each had his paper open 
at tho page describing the robbery that 
startled Berkeley. “I cannot help having 
admiration for such bold thieves,” said a 
very respectable looking member of the 
gathering. “Not,” he added, “that I ap­ 
prove stealing in any form, but if one is 
bound to loot a strong box it is more 
manly to do it at the point of a pistol than 
to sneak into the victim’s confidence and 
then betray it.” 
Oue by one the readers threw their 
papers aside, and without difficulty dis­ 
posed of bandits and plunder in the re 
markably short order that always prevails 
on such occasions. Then they grew rem­ 
iniscent. 
“The pluckiest robber I ever heard of,” 
said a Denverite, “ was the one who made 
Dan Moffatt give up fgl,000 about three 
years ago. 
The story became familiar 
enough, but the sequel has been generally 
squelched. A young fellow walked into 
Moffatt’s private office at the First Na­ 
tional bank, covered Moffatt with a pistol, 
displaying a bottle of harmless oil that he 
said was nitroglycerine, made Moffatt fill 
out a check and then get it cashed and 
hand him the money. He specified just 
what he wanted, demanding $1,000 in gold, 
a $10,U00 hill and smaller bills. When 
Moffatt went to the paying teller for the 
cash the visitor was just behind him with 
the revolver close to his riba, but hidden 
by an overcoat . Having secured the money, 
the robber backed out the door and disap 
pea red. 
“Did they ever catch himf Well now, 
that is hurd to state. There is some mys­ 
tery about it. Some people did not think 
that Moffatt wanted him caught. But a 
big row was marie about it, and rewards 
offered. In perhaps a year, after numer­ 
ous arrests and releases, it was announced 
that a prisoner in jail in Clay couDty, Mo., 
charged with horse stealing, hail confessed 
to being Moffatt’s robber. The bank teller 
went there and identified him. Then Mof- 
fatt went and identified him. The Denver 
chief of police told me, however, that the 
prisoner was a pretender, and that he did 
not believe he bad ever been in the state of 
Colorado. 
Then the chap went crazy. 
You can’t try a lunatic for robbery, and 
the public does not keep track of the crazy 
prisoners of Clay county, Mo. So the mat­ 
ter rests.” 
The Denver man had the floor. “You 
?nn«nber, don’t you, the way Senator 
abor’s gold bricks from the Vulture mine 
In Arizona were stolen? He got the prop­ 
erty along in the eighties. The output in 
the form of a brick left the mine every two 
weeks. One of these bricks was worth

“W hat’s the use of resisting when a man 
nas the drop on you?” This from a fierce 
looking individual whose piercing eyesj 
would have scared the ordinary highway- j 
man. “All nonsense, I say. Now in the j 
Redding robbery Messenger Montgomery 
resisted. W hat did he get? Why, a sys-: 
tem full of lead. He didn’t save the treas-: 
ure. He didn’t do himself any service, and 
the good opinion of the company is nothing 
to a dead man. I say it’s all right to give 
up when a gun is at your head. There’s 
nothing else to do. Shoot your highway­ 
man as he runs if you can, but look out for 
your own hide. You’ll never get another.” 
“Are tho authorities severe upon stage 
robbers in California?” queried a Philadel­ 
phian. 
“Oh, not very,” answered the fierce look­ 
ing one. “In the first place they usually 
do not catch them. Two boys, frightened 
half to death, stopped a stage near Caza- 
dero the other day. They trembled so that 
they couldn’t get the quaver out of their 
voices for a week, and this gave them 
away. They were sentenced to two years 
each. As to the Redding robbery, the 
comparatively innocent lad who was led 
into it was captured. His elder brother, 
the one who killed Montgomery and got 
the booty, is still at large. The San An­ 
dreas murderer, who shot into a stage a 
few weeks ago and riddled a young lady 
passenger, has never come to light. No, 
California is not particularly hard on stage 
robbers.” 
“Coming back to the Berkeley case,” re­ 
marked the quietest member of the loung­ 
ers, "the pair of brigands were audacious 
enough to have been truined under Jesse 
James. I do not blame the men for yield­ 
ing. When robbers are so desperate as to 
make such an attack in daylight and io 
the midst of a crowd they are desperate 
enough for anything. I was in the big 
Blue Cut hold up ou the Rock Island rail­ 
road years ago. It was done by the James 
crowd, and I want to say that the barrel 
of the sixshooter I gazed into looked big­ 
ger than a joint of stovepipe. Some of us 
had been boasting the night before what 
we would do in just such an emergency, 
but we didn’t do it. We attempted to 
crawl under our seats and through win­ 
dows, and many forgot to hide their 
watches and money. Oh, it’s easy enough 
to sit around a hotel and brag, but the 
man who refuses to acknowledge the po­ 
tency of the drop the other fellow has ou 
him is a bigg' r fool than I am. But I don’t 
mean to be personal—no, indeed.”

When engaged in opening 
shells in search of pearls they take 
every ninth find, whether it be large 
or small, and put it into a bottle, 
which is kept tightly corked with a 
dead m an’s finger. 
The pearls thus kept are known as 
“seed pearls, or breeding pearls,” the 
natives of the island firmly believing 
th at they will reproduce their kind. 
For every peail put in the phial two 
grains of rice are put in for tlie pearls 
to “feed” upon. 
Some whites in 
Borneo believe as 
Firmly in thesuperstition as the natives 
do, and almost every hut along the 
co ist has its “dead finger” bottle with 
from 9 to 50 “seed pearls” and twice 
their number of rice grains carefully 
and evenly stowed away among them. 
Nearly all the burial places along 
the coast have been desecrated by 
“pearl breeders” in search of corks 
for their bottles.—Pearson’s Weekly.

FJ.ltM. FIELD AND GARDEN. 
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P e s t * T h a t P l a g u e F a r m S t o c k . 
We read the other day of a new 
m ethod 
of constructing a granary, 
and one of the recom m endations was 
that, as it was open underneath, the 
hogs could be relied upon to dispose 
of any rats th at might attem pt to 
work their way into it. 
This would be all very well if the 
protection of the corn was the only 
point to be considered. 
But how 
about the hogs? 
It is well to know 
that th at noisom e and terrible pest, 
the trichina spiralis, in/ests rats, and 
th at swine th at devour the infested 
rodents are apt themselves to become 
food for the trichinee. To be sure, the 
pest may be 
derived from 
other 
sources also; but it would seem to be 
a very absurd tempting of ili-fortune 
to make special provision for stocking 
the herd with so pernicious a para­ 
site. 
The enorm ous losses which have 
fallen upon the hog raisers of this 
country through the prevalence of 
trichinosis-—and even 
through 
the 
suspicion of its prevalence—ought to 
warn farmers to take every possible 
precaution to prevent their swine 
from eating rats or any other trichina 
infested food, 
ltats ought to 
be 
suppressed, m ost assuredly, but not 
by exposing the hogs to the peril of 
becoming infested 
with 
a nest so 
dangerous to human life. The de­ 
struction of rats, combined with clean 
food, pure water and clean quarters, 
are the m ost im portant safeguards 
against tbe spread of the jtest. 
Another troublesom e jiest which 
infests swine is a small tapeworm, the 
measle, which, like the trichina, may 
l>e communicated to man. 
The well- 
known swine disease called measles is 
produced by this pest. 
It is very un­ 
safe to partake of measly pork, unless 
it has been thoroughly cooked, and 
even then one would rather know 
that it was not meaaly. 
‘‘I never eat 
random pork,” said a wise man. Sam 
Weller’s m axim respecting “weal pie” 
lias an adaptive application to pork 
of whose origin one knows nothing. 
Arnopg sheep parasites qne of the 
m ost troublesom e is the brain blad­ 
der worm, so named from its appear­ 
ance to w ateiv bladders in the bra n 
of the sheep. Its presence in the brains 
gives rise to the disease known as “gid” 
or “turnside,” because the infested 
animal seems to be giddy, or turns 
about continually in one direction 
until it drops and dies in convulsions, 
This parasite isderivedfrom the drop­ 
pings of dogs in pastures where sheep 
are kept, and as it is said that at 
least 25 per cent, of the dogs are in­ 
fested by these worms, wehave anoth­ 
er argument in favor of the suppres­ 
sion of all useless vagabond curs. 
But, destructive as this j»est som e­ 
tim es is, it is less so than another, of 
which m illions have died in England 
and many thousands in this country 
—the liver 
fluke, the worm which 
causes the dieaease known as liver rot. 
rite worm embeds itself in the liver, 
where 
the 
chief 
mischief 
is 
done, interfering with the distribution 
of 
the 
bile, 
and 
thus 
in­ 
ducing 
biilious fever, 
of 
which 
tbe 
animal 
dies. 
8heep 
in­ 
fested 
with 
this 
dangerous par­ 
asite should be at once killed, and 
if they have been in pasture after the 
disease has develoj>ed the rest of the 
flock should l>e at once removed to 
another pasture on higher ground, or 
to Home im'lonur* wlx>r«* th«y cannot 
Lave access to a stream flowing below 
the infested pasture. 
Sheep are also infested by two very 
troublesom e insects, the tick and the 
scab mite. 
When the former are very 
numerous sheep and lam bs—especial­ 
ly the latter—are tormented to death 
by them, and even when few in num­ 
ber they cause great pain and weak­ 
ness from loss of blood. Dipping is 
the proper remedy for this, and the 
scab mite—a terrible 
which has 
caused the loss of entire flocks when 
its first appearance has been neglect­ 
ed. 
Yariolts solutions are used as a 
remedy for these pests, and of these 
one of the best is a strong decoction 
of tobacco and sulphur, into which 
tiie sheep is plunged, all but the head, 
for about one minute. 
The scab is a 
disease which must be “nipped in the 
bud,” for it spreads with great rapid­ 
ity. 
____ 


C o r r o s i v e S u b li m a t e L in im e n t . 
Take a pint of turpentine, which 
put in a good, strong bottle adding 
an ounce of finely pulverized corro­ 
sive sublim ate and an ounce of gum 
camphor. 
Shake well 
and let the 
mixture stand for 24 hours, when it 
will be lit for use. The value of this 
liniment depends greatly upon 
the 
fineness to which the corrosive subli­ 
mate is pulverized. 
Grind it as fine 
as possible in a druggist’s mortar; 
pounding with a hammer will not an ­ 
swer. The object of this pulveriza­ 
tion is to get the substance in such a 
form that it will l>e readily dissolved 
by the turpentine. There are com­ 
paratively lew liquids which will dis­ 
solve corrosive sublim ate, and tur­ 
pentine ip one of 
these. 
Corrosive 
sublim ate is well known as one of the 
m ost violent poisons. 
Its com bina­ 
tion with turpentine constitutes one 
of the m ost powerful of medicines, in­ 
creasing in its active properties by 
keeping. 
We believe it to be the m ost 
penetrating liniment in the world.

reaches the seat of disease through 
any and all obstacles. It destroys

putridity, 
ulcera­

Keep the m aterials for making this 
preparation and the medicine itself 
out of the way pf phildren. Taken 
internally ijt is a violent poison, bqt 
may be ant jdoted by the white qf 
eggs. 
It will not hurt the hands pro­ 
vided the skin is whole and sound. It 
is so corrosjve th at persons unac­ 
quainted wijh its usp are sopietim es 
alarmed at the severity with which it 
acts 
upon the skin of the horse. 
Nothing more strikingly shows the 
difference between the constitution of 
the horse apd th at pf the human 
being than the action of this medi­ 
cine, which it dreadfully inflames, cor­ 
rodes, and puffa out the skin of the 
former, harms that of the latter not 
at all.—p. M. 4-j Anita. Iowq,. 


C u llin g t h e S h e e p . 
One of the best tim es to dispose of 
sheep tp the best advantage is during 
the summer. W ith good pasturage at 
th at tim e m any of the sheep th at 
would be difficult to fatten on dry 
feed alone can be gotten into a good 
m arketable condition and be sold at 
prices th at will give a good per cent of 
profit on the feed. Where a number of 
sheep are kept—and more or less can 
be kept on every farm—it will be found 


a good plan to look carefully over the 
flock and select out all that it may 
seem best not to winter. 
As a rule it 
is not a good plan to winter any ani­ 
m als th at either in growth or as breed­ 
ers will not pay a good prolit on the 
feed required to winter them, and 
when they ate in good condition to 
market then is the best time to sell 
them. 
In many localities m utton can 
be sold during the summer betterthan 
any other time, and sheep that could 
not be sold in any other way to 
good advantage can be butchered 
and sold out very rapidly at good 
prices. 
One item wit h m utton is to 
nave it well fattened before selling. 
Old ewes th at have passtd their use­ 
fulness as breeders, 
or old wethers 
that ordinarly never should be kept 
can bo marketed. 
W ith 
sheep as 
with other stock, there must be con­ 
tinual effort to improve, selecting out 
and marketing all of the lower grades 
and keeping only the best for breed­ 
ing. 
While, of course much depends 
upon tho ram, yet if good care is not 
taken to select out good ewes the re­ 
sult will not be as good as may be 
desired, and 
with sheep no more 
economical plans of improving can be 
followed than to use a full-blooded 
ram of some of the better breeds with 
carefully selected ewes, ami then each 
year carefully selecting out tlie very 
best ewe lambs for breeding and fat­ 
tening the balance—and a sheep that 
it would be difficult to fatten during 
the late fall or winter can be made 
marketable in the next two months 
and be sold to a good advantage, and 
it is nearly always good economy to 
do so. 


W h a t t o F e e d F o w ls, 
Just what feed to give fowls for best 
results is not fully settled in the minds 
of many breeders. 
Many nay corn is 
not good for laying hens, but m ost 
use corn once or twice a day, says 
Poultry Topics. 
1 have had satisfac­ 
tory results using oats, wheat and 
corn in the order named. 
Wheat is 
one of the best grains for laying liens 
but is too expensive for general use. 
Oat s are good for poultry if the beards 
are scorched off. 
If fed whole they 
should be scorched or scalded to soft­ 
en the hull and beard. 
Rye is good 
for fowls two or three tim es a week, 
being a bone and muscle producer. 
How much feed should a hen have 
for 
good 
results? 
Most 
breed­ 
ers 
aim 
to 
feed 
liberally, 
and 
in so 
doing som etim es giv« 
to much for best results. No infallible 
rule can be given for feeding. 
In state 
nature as closely as possible. 
If the 
fowls are penned up, they need siieciai 
care. 
W hat fowls need is plenty of grit, 
lime, wood ashes, bran, crushed bo'fo, 
charcoal, green food and water should 
be in easy reach of the fowls whether 
penned up or not. Tuose at large 
will do well on on? ration a day in 
summer, hut in winter give feed twh'** 
a day. Feed young chicles on dry teed 
and sweet milk and keep clean water 
and sand at their command. 
The 
best food is corn bread and bran scald­ 
ed with a little curd in it for about two 
weeks then cracked c orn is good. The 
worst enemies to small chicks are 
damp quarters and lice. 


C h a r c o a l f o r H o g s . 
The Western Swine Herd says that 
hard wood, charred, probably is the 
m ost desirable, yet the hogs are not 
particular as to the kind of wood 
their supply of charcoal conies from ii 
they are so fortunate as to get any at 
all. 
W'e haye charred ofii pieces of 
rail that was only fit for wood and 
found that they made a desirable 
quality for the hoes. 
When the rails 
are piled and fired they soon char. 
Where this is as perfect as possible 
the fire is easily drowned out. The 
amount of coal could no doubt be in­ 
crease*! by exercising and taking more 
care in burning, by pitting the rails 
and smothering tho fire when desired, 
but tlie quality of tiie fuel would 
hardly pay for this extra care. Many 
good farmers are 
entirely satisfied 
with the charcoal they get from corn 
cobs raked up about the feeding yard 
and burned till charred, and then 
putting out the fire. They make an 
excellent substitute where wood is 
scarce. 
However it is made the hogs 
should have a liberal supply at ail 
times. 


T o p i c s L ig h tly T o u c h e d . 
There is an increasing demand, in 
our cities especially, for heavy draft 
horses. The range ot weight desired 
is from 
1 ,2 0 0 to 1 ,0 0 0 pounds, and 
the price paid varies from $300 up to 
$500. 


It is told of a Maine farmer that he 
wintered thirteen sheep, from 
which 
he reared eleven lambs, all dropped 
in 
January. These 
he 
sold 
for 
$122.55, and sheared an average of 
eight pounds of wool from the flock. 
This was certainly doing very well. 
Prof. W. II. Latham , of Indianapo­ 
lis, has originated a new seedling 
strawberry, which is described as al­ 
m ost black externally and a rich red 
inside. 
It is large, of excellent flavor, 
and promises to be prolific. 
In view 
of its color, nearly resembling that of 
the Damock rose, it has been named 
the Da mack. 


The well-known kerosene emulsion, 
which has been mentioned so fre­ 
quently for spraying fruit trees, is per­ 
haps the best and cheapest applica­ 
tion that can be made to the walls, 
roosts and floors of poultry-houses 
for destroying lice. 
A sprayer is as 
useful in the poultry management as 
in the orchard. 


The best way to salt horses is to 
have a little com partm ent in one cor­ 
ner of the feed box, in which keep a 
lump of rock salt. Neither cattle nor 
sheep and not even hogs, will eat too 
much sab if it is kept alw ays within 
their reach. For hogs ir, is be.-ttom ix 
the salt with an equal quantity of 
wood ashes. 


If bones are pounded into small 
pieces, deposited around the tree and 
grape vines, and chopped in with a 
iioe, tiiey will show good results for 
years, as they slowly give up their 
particles. This is better than having 
them dry up and decay on the sur­ 
face of the ground, where they are 
useless. 
Save an utilize all the dried 
bones. 


Nature rotates crops. When the 
forests go! oak 
and 
hickory have 
been removed a thick growth of ever­ 
greens appears. 
In 
New 
England 
where pine forests have been removed, 
the maple, chestnut and oak have 
sprung up. A similar rotation is found 
in tim othy meadows, 
followed by 
blue grass.

At the experimental grass station 
at 
Garden City, Kan., trials have

any, rain falls, and where irrigation 
is expensive or impracticable. 
Tiie experiments, it 
is reported,

already been attended with 
marked success. 
One of the grasses 
especially recommended is the brorne 
grass “bromis inermis” which was 
introduced from Europe not long ago. 
This grass, it is claimed, will make 
good pasturage for nine m onths of 
the year, or will cut two crops of hay,

If, on wider trial, this grass proves 
fo be all that is claimed for it, anff 
makes a good, nutritious pasture am} 
good hay in the arid localities to which 
it is adapted, it will prove a boom 
indeed. There are immense tracts of 
land in the West th at only need such 
a grass as this is repre ented to bstq 
give them great value as cattle ranges 
We sincerely hope it will be found 
that brome grass is all that it is des­ 
cribed to be.

One is in a hurry in harvest, 
and if the mower or reaper uiiht stop for 
boxes to cool the chances are that s veral 
bauds wilt he delayed in their work or 
forced to stop altogether until the machine 
can be started. 
The most frequent cause of 
the heating of boxes is failure to take up 
wear, thus ailowing the box to be too large 
torthe shatt. 
In reapers and mowers those 
boxes most apt to wear are made iu halves, 
separgie lhv packing and kept together bv 
bolt*. 
It ia ea«y to “ take up tiie wear” ot 
the box by taking out a iiitle ot the pack­ 
ing and screwing up the 
holts.

Ten Hours a Day’s Work. 
The men who went out of J. J. 
Howe & Co.’s mills last Friday morn­ 
ing have been successful in their strike 
and on Wednesday morning the mills 
started up all the old employees re­ 
turning to their work. 
When the 
committee first met Mr. Howe he told 
them it would bo impossible to reduce 
the number of hours as orders were 
crowding and it was desired to get as 
much lumber cut this season as possi­ 
ble, and the men stopped work as 
stated in our last issue. The work­ 
ingmen held several meetings at 
Gardner’s hall which were conducted 
in a very orderly and business like 
manner. Mr. Howe finally proposed 
to the men that they go to work and 
his firm would poy them for twelve 
hours, the work to be eleven hours, 
but as stated by the committee the 
strike was not for a raise in wages, 
but for a ten-hour day and the men 
refused to accept the proposition. 
On Tuesday the ten-hour proposition 
was accepted with the understanding 
that the men were to work a quarter 
of a day extra, to bo paid for on the 
ten-hour basis, three days out of the 
week. 
Everybody is satisfied with 
the outcome and especially with the 
manner in which the committee man­ 
aged the strike. 


Will I'ave the Streets. 
It seems that the efforts of the Dis­ 
patch some time ago in agitating the 
matter of paving our business streets 
is about to bear fruit, as the council 
at its meeting on Monday evening 
last authorized the city clerk to ad­ 
vertise for bids to pave about two 
blocks on 6th street, the bids to be 
opened the first Monday in Septem­ 
ber.
